It 
requires Andover officials to notify rest- 
dents of other towns if a cell tower is going 
to be built on one of Andover’s borders. 

Voters were just as eager to keep 
themselves informed about regional 
facilities being built just outside of town. 
They approved $145,000 to keep lawyers 
involved in the legal proceedings regard- 
ing the power plant that might be built 
near the Dracut border. (See page 20.) 

But the power plant wasn’t the only 
development residents were concerned 
about slowing. 

Even with strong support from town 
officials. Town Meeting barely agreed to 
accept the Massachusetts Brownfields 


\ ith the multimillion-dollar bud- 
get 
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Statute, which will allow for easier devel- 
opment of lands that both require envi- 
ronmental clean up and have tax trou- 
bles. Many residents questioned who 
would benefit from the decision. (See 
page 5.) 

Town Meeting did refuse to approve 
two articles seeking to change the zoning 
bylaws. Although a proponent argued the 
changes would encourage the develop 
ment of more reasonably priced housing, 
residents were skeptical because the arti- 
cle was proposed by a private lawyer, 
rather than the town’s Planning Board. 

Although their votes will not stop the 
Powder Mill Square project, residents also 
voted against any article they felt might 
show support for developers building the 
complex off Stevens Street.

Local team raising money in 3-day walk 
Walkin’ on sunshine, to 


stomp out breast cancer 


Have you seen a lot of walkers 
around town lately? 

While some are training for 
the upcoming three-day walk for 
breast cancer sponsored by Avon, 
many of the walkers are friends 
of those taking part in the walk. 
These friends want to show their 
support for the walkers so they 
walk alongside and keep conver- 
sation going to make sure train- 
ing sessions don’t get too lonely. 

Eileen Hespeler of Midland 
Circle said the Andover commu- 
nity has been wonderfully sup- 
portive of her team’s effort. 

“People will say they wish 
they could walk but they can’t so 
they join us when we train. It’s 
been great,” she said. 

She is among a group of nine 
women from Andover who will 
be walking 60 miles over three 
days next month to raise money 
for breast cancer. 

Walkers will start in Lemonis- 
ter on June 2. The finish line is in 
Boston, with closing ceremonies 
set for June 4. 

The Andover team _ also 
includes Liz Elowe, Marjorie 
Andresen, Sarah Buck, Terry 
Cook, Ann Greenawalt, Gay Bird, 
Sue Skinner and Deb Olander. 

She said each team member 
has already met the obligation to 
raise $1,800 in order to take part 
in the walk. The group’s recent 
yard sale netted $700 for the effort 
while a neighborhood dinner 
brought in about $2,000. 


In fact, each member has 
raised over $2,000 and some have 
hit the $4,000 mark. 

The money is great, but Hes- 
peler said the community sup- 
port is just as important. 

“We are training as a team and 
just did 15 miles on Sunday. We 
train at all hours and really push 
each other and it’s great to have 
supporters join us,” she said. 

The Andover team members 
are all mothers whose children 
are under the age of 10. So, find- 
ing a perfect training schedule is 
difficult. But Liz Elowe is the 
vivid reminder of how important 
this walk is. 

Elowe finished chemotherapy 
and radiation for her breast can- 
cer last fall. She is taking part in 
the walk because she says she 
wants “to be a part of securing a 
tomorrow for us all.” 

“This walk represents my cele- 
bration of wellness, and of taking 
back control of my body, mind, 
and my spirit,” she said. “It is my 
choosing of an ultimate physical 
challenge as well as a spiritual 
one.” 

“T am walking in memory and 
support of the many women | 
have met and cared for over the 
past 20 years, said fellow walker 
and oncology nurse Sue Skinner.

in February, I tried to explain how it 
was one of the things that I liked 
about living in Andover. The ability 
to attend a direct town meeting and 
know that my one vote will have an 
effect on my taxes and other aspects 
of the town I live in. But that right 
was denied me last Tuesday. 

My friends asked about special 
interest groups. Yes, I said, we have 
them. This year I explained we will 
be voting on two new schools. People 
will attend Town Meeting who have 
never come before and may never 
come again. And, that is what hap- 
pened on Monday. But I didn't realize 
that a special interest group would 
effect Town Meeting without even 
attending. 

Tuesday evening I packed my knit- 
ting and my cushion, picked up a 
friend, and expected a discussion 
about the different methods of paying 
the betterments for the sewers off 
South Main Street. That discussion- 
and vote never happened. 

As soon as we started, the select- 
men announced that they were with- 
drawing Articles 23, 24 and 25. The 
Fin Com said that they did not think 
these articles should be withdrawn. 
Citizens had a right, they said, to dis- 
cuss this second  state-approved 
method of paying for betterments.

But after only a short discussion 
about withdrawing, not about the bet- 
terments, it was voted to withdraw 
Article 23. 

When Article 24 came up, I put 
down my knitting and went to a 
microphone. I asked the selectmen if 
they could please explain to us exact- 
ly why these articles are being with- 
drawn. 

Selectman Lori Becker very polite- 
ly told us that a meeting was held 
about these betterments on March 21. 
{I was totally unaware of this meet- 
ing even though I read the Towns- 
man regularly and work at the 
library.] She said about 175 people 
attended. The general feeling at this 
meeting was that people wanted the 
selectman to retain the original sys- 
tem, so the articles were withdrawn. 

Who were these people who have 
now affected my tax bills for the next 
20 years? Why are a small group of 
people, at what was an informal 
meeting, deciding these important 
issues and not Town Meeting? To say 
we can’t change decisions made in 
previous years is ridiculous. Town 
Meeting does it all the time. 

That brings up another pressing 
issue that I wanted to ask the select- 
men at Town Meeting. Why weren't 
we told that there was another option 
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last year before we voted on sewers? 

Since I doubt that there is a 
transcript of that March 21 meeting, | 
have to guess at the real reason the 
selectmen felt that they had to with- 
draw these articles. Perhaps some of 
the citizens who did not want their 
betterments raised threatened to sue. 
We know that the town boards run and 
hide whenever someone threatens 
litigation. 

So, what is the bottom line? I and my 
neighbors on the South Main Street 
part of the sewer development project 
were denied our rights to discuss and 
vote on how this project will be paid. 

A few people have so intimidated the 
selectmen that they would not bring 
the questions to the proper forum for 
discussion and voting — Annual Town 
Meeting. Is this how Andover town 
government is now going to be run? By 
a few people in back rooms or at small 
meetings? 

I would have no problem with a deci- 
sion to maintain the betterment system 
if I had been given a chance to partici- 
pate in a free and open discussion at 
Town Meeting. But the citizens who 
attended Town Meeting did not have a 
opportunity to discuss it or to vote on 
it. That is what angers and disillusions 
me.

Tuesday, May 23 is the day for the spe- 
cial election in Andover. We are being 
asked to decide on the funding for three 
projects already approved at Town Meet- 
ings: the new public safety center (Ques- 
tion 1), the new elementary and middle 
schools (Question 2), and the neighbor- 
hood sidewalks near the new schools 
(Question 3). 

The purpose of the vote is to determine 
how the safety center will be paid for and 
if the schools and the school sidewalks 
will be built. What are the consequences 
of the vote? 

Safety center, Question 1: The safety 
center will be built no matter what. Our 
vote on Question 1 will determine how we 
pay for it. A yes vote means we authorize 
the town to levy more taxes, but just 
enough to pay the debt service for the life 
of the bond only. A no vote funds the pro- 
ject from annual operating budgets. 

Schools, Question 2: A yes vote for 
Question 2 eliminates the severe over- 
crowding in all our elementary and mid- 
dle schools and provides space for 
Andover children for the next ten years. 
A no vote means they will not be built. 
Passage of this project at Town Meeting 
was contingent upon the debt-exclusion 
method of funding. 

School sidewalks, Question 3: A yes 
vote on Question 3 provides for payment 
of the debt service on this project in the 
same manner as Questions 1 and 2. A no 
vote cancels this project. 

Your participation in this election will 
impact the future of Andover. Please con- 
sider quality services, quality education, 
and the quality of life in Andover when 
you vote on May 23.

Andover celebrates 
Arbor Day, gets Tree 
City, USA status 


People who attended the opening night 
of Town Meeting 2000 might have noticed 
a banner hanging behind Selectmen 
Chairman Brian Major. 

The green-on-white banner contained 
the words “Tree City.” 

Amid other announcements, Mr. 
Major mentioned that Andover was now 
a Tree City. He congratulated the town 
Plant and Facilities Department for get- 
ting the award, but did not explain what 
it means. 

I thought the occasion deserved a little 
explanation. For though trees give shade, 
beauty, windbreak, privacy, cleaner air, 
less noise, less glare and higher property 
values, we take them for granted. 

The very morning of first day of Town 
Meeting (April 24), Andover’s Plant and 
Facilities Director, Joe Piantedosi 
accepted the award at a cere- 
mony at Heritage State Park 
in Lynn sponsored by the 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Management (DEM), 
Urban Forestry Division. 
The Tree City designation is 
authorized by the National 
Arbor Day Foundation. 
Andover is one of 60 Tree 
Cities in Massachusetts, 
including Brookline, New- 
ton, Haverhill, Sharon and 
Watertown. 

In order to receive the des- 
ignation, Andover met four 
basic requirements. 

1) It has a tree depart- 
ment. 

2) It has an annual 
forestry work plan. 

3) It spends at least $2 


per citizen per year on tree maintenance 
and care. 

4) It observes Arbor Day. 

Until two years ago, when Tree War- 
den Jack O'Donnell was hired, Andover 
met only half the requirements: it did not 
have a plan to care for our public trees 
and it did not celebrate Arbor Day. 

Now we do celebrate Arbor Day, at 
least in the Andover public schools. Dur- 
ing the last two years on Arbor Day, Mr. 
O'Donnell gave 2,000 trees to Andover 
school children. If even half grow to 
maturity, the town will be greener when 
these children are grown up. 

Mr. O’Donnell and Mr. Piantedosi 
have begun to pay attention to our trees, 
planting new ones when old trees die. 
Locke, High and Williams streets were 
replanted last summer after the public 
works department laid new sidewalks. 

In the summer of 1998, DEM helped 
Mr. O’Donnell and DANA members do a 
town-wide assessment of public trees. 
That summer also, the town hired 
Andover native Alison Wright, a trained 
forester, to inventory every tree in the 
downtown area to determine the variety 
and health of in-town trees, “our urban 
forest.” Mr. O’Donnell uses the inventory 
to organize his work schedule. 

But just because we place a Tree City 
sign at the entrance to town does not 
mean that our trees are in perfect health, 
that we can relax and think our job is 
done. 

In truth, it means that we have just 
woken up to the fact that our trees are 
giving way to progress, including devel- 
opment and new cable lines bringing the 
Internet into our homes and businesses. 

To be a Tree City means that Andover 
has decided to raise its standards for tree 
care. 

Mr. Piantedosi has promised to form a 
tree commission made up of ordinary cit- 
izens, town officials, tree professionals, 
architects and builders to help make 
Andover the best Tree City north of 
Boston.

Firefighters union says special camera can save lives 


Now, smoke won’t get in their ‘eyes’

Finding a body in a smoky, burning building 
just became a whole lot easier for Andover fire- 
fighters. 

Thanks to an anonymous donation by a town 
business. firefighters now have a new thermal- 
imaging camera that will let them spy things 
thev wouldn't able to see with the naked eye 

“It allows us to go into a room where we can't 
see, point the camera and see a body on the 
floor.” says firefighter Steve Stabile 

The camera responds to heat, rather than 
light, so that firefighters can look through the 
lens in a hot building and identify where a cooler, 
human body is 

“It’s on the same plane as when they invented 
the hose. No longer did people have to bring 
buckets to put out a fire,” says Stabile. “It's prov- 
ing itself all over the country.” 

North Andover is one department that already 
has three such hand-held cameras, thanks to one 
resident’s donation. Stabile says that when 
Andover was helping North Andover with a 
recent fire. three firefighters were pulled off a 
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Peace of mind — The display of fire- 
fighters new thermal-imaging camera 
allows firefighters to “see” even in the 
darkest or most smoky of conditions. 
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flight of second-story stairs because 
the camera showed the supports 
undernea*h the stairs were on fire. 

“That’s the most graphic exam- 
ple, but the uses extend far beyond 
that,” says Stabile. “Beyond the dra- 
matics, the life-saving applications, 
there’s a lot of property damage that 
can be avoided.” 

For instance, firefighters can 
spot when there is a utility problem 
in a wall, or how far a chemical spill 
has traveled down a waterway. 

“Tt saves us doing more damage 
than we have to in a house, to deter- 
mine if there is fire in confined or 
hidden spaces,” says Wright. 

They could also scan a frozen 
river at night and spot someone who 
has fallen through the ice. 

“We don’t even know all the 
applications for this,” says Stabile. 
“But heat is our business and it lets 
us see the heat.” 

Including training, the cameras 
cost just under $20,000 each. Stabile 
says former Selectman Jerry Silver- 
man helped the union regarding 
whom to approach about donating 
money for the camera. Stabile says 
the unnamed company that donated 
the money has “been a good neigh- 
bor before. Naturally we went to 
someone who has a history.” 

To avoid an appearance of con- 
flict of interest, Stabile says the fire- 
fighters union raised the money 
rather than the department itself. 
Selectmen then accepted the camera 
on behalf of the town. 

“When we went in (to business- 
es), we made it clear that this is a 
totally voluntary thing,” says Sta- 
bile. “The union is doing this as a 
gift to the town.” 

For now, the new camera will be 
kept in the on-duty deputy’s car, 
because he responds to all fires. 

Ultimately, the department 
wants to have four cameras, one 
each for Engines 1, 2 and 3, the first- 
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Dancing in the dark — 
Andover firefighters, like 
those who trained for 
smoky-building searches 
recently, will be able to save 
time with their new camera. 


running engines out of Andover’s 
three stations, and another for the 
ladder truck, which can also be the 
first truck on the scene, he says. 

Fire officials say they know how 
long the cameras will last, but 
expect the department to pay for 
replacement of these first cameras 
in a future budget. 

“Tt would depend entirely on the 
wear and tear on the unit. When 
they wear down to the point where 
the cost of repair is prohibitive com- 
pared to replacement, we'll replace 
it,” says Wright. 

“Just like every department has 
the jaws of life now, every depart- 
ment should have these,” says Sta- 
bile. 

“This is new technology. It’s 
come into its own in the last two 
years,” he says. “Dollars will be bud- 
geted in the future because it’s going 
to become a necessity. (The union) 
picked up the ball because they’ve 
become so successful, we couldn’t 
wait anymore.”

Confronting diversity issues | 


Forum, survey assess attitudes 


By Neil Fater 

Now more than five months 
removed from the day a group of 
Andover High students burned a 
swastika at a school field, Andover 
High students are still actively 
addressing the issue of ethnicity in 
their school. 

A forum on diversity moderated by 
two students was held last Wednesday 
evening, and social studies teacher 
Katherine Horne plans to reconvene 
the forum next year. 

Meanwhile, the High School Council 
is compiling the results from a survey 
meant to indicate whether students 
believe there are problems between 
people of different ethnic backgrounds 
at the school. 

More than 800 students, mostly 
freshmen and sophomores, responded 
to the survey. They answered 11 ques- 
tions that were followed by multiple- 
choice answers. 

“We'll see what the council thinks. I 
think (the survey) accomplished some- 
thing. It brought the whole issue in 
front of the students again,” said Prin- 
cipal Bruce MacDonald. “I imagine 
they did a little more thinking as a 
result of that.” 

The council is still tabulating the 
results of the responses, he says. 

Although only about 50 students 
chose to add comments to the survey in 
the space provided, those comments 
covered a wide range of sentiments, 
some not even dealing with the issue of 
ethnicity. 

However most did address the eth- 
nicity questions. 

One white, ninth-grade female 
wrote, “We should do something and 
face it head-on, instead of going around 
the issue with papers that don’t allow

According to MacDonald, more 
males are convinced there is not a 
problem, and are also unwilling to 
meet in small groups to discuss the 
issue. 

As one white male sophomore put it, 
“T don’t feel ethnicity is a problem. Peo- 
ple at AHS are very open-minded.” 

Not all males agreed, though. Anoth- 
er white, 10th-grade male said, “I feel 
ethnicity is a problem at AHS. Many 
student here are very closed-minded. 
However, a discussion group, I feel, 
will not help.” 

McDonald also says more females, 
including those who don’t think there 
is a problem, are willing to have dis- 
cussions. 

“Tt’s not the ethnicity that counts for 
me — it’s the person,” said one female. 

Some students focused their com- 
ments on other matters. 

“This is pointless and a waste of 
time. If you want to target something, 
target MCAS,” wrote one pupil. 

Another succinctly stated, “I am a 
loser.”

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Hammer time results in arrest 


Ballardvale assault alleged

The Ballardvale Historic District Commission’s conflicts are back in the news, and a 
member will be back in court again, because he allegedly threw a hammer at a neighbor. 
But the hammer throwing is just the latest in a long line of incidents that have brought 
police to the Center Street neighborhood to resolve conflicts. 

Perry Raffi, of 13 Center St., was arrested last Friday morning, April 28, and charged 
with assault by means of a dangerous weapon, and with threatening to commit a crime. 

Raffi, a member of the Ballardvale commission, is on leave from the commission 
because he faces two assault charges stemming from an incident at a commission meet- 
ing where he approached Robert and Madeleine Partridge, two of his neighbors. 

At 9:40 a.m. on Friday, police received a call from the Partridges. Robert Partridge 
reported that he was taking pictures of a neighbor’s house when Raffi came from behind 
his house, swore at him and threw a hammer at him. 

A few minutes after the call, Raffi appeared at the police station himself to report “a 
violation of a court order,” says a police report. 

Police decided to arrest Raffi, 35. 

“At some point, officers respond to the same location all the time, and they try to nego- 
tiate outcomes, and they see their efforts have been futile, there only choice is to bring it 
to the courts,” says Police Chief Brian Pattullo. “In this case a hammer was thrown and 
you can’t overlook that.” 

The Center Street neighborhood feud has been categorized as a “fence feud” because 
some of disagreements seem to center on a fence Raffi built on his property. 

The first mention of the fence in police reports occurred Aug. 4, and police were called 
to Center Street 12 times during that month alone. 

In total, between Aug. 4 and Dec. 12, 1999 there were two dozen incidents involving 
neighbor complaints on Center Street. 


Chronicling a year of war in Ballardvale’s Center Street neighborhood 

Center Street incidents reported since April 27, 1999, include accusations of: 

p> A neighbor pushing a woman’s boyfriend’s boat out into the river behind the Bal- 
lardvale fire station (April 27); 

p> Someone damaging plants or painting lines on a driveway (two separate incidents 
reported by next-door neighbors, Aug. 30); 

p> A neighbor exposing himself to a woman and her grandchild (Oct. 31); 

p> Someone stealing five ducks (Nov. 8): 

p> Someone videotaping their neighbor (Nov. 22); 

p> A man reporting his camera being stolen out of his back yard (Dec. 1); 

p> Someone driving a car into the wrong lane when two neighbors were approaching 
each other from opposite directions (Dec. 7); 
p> Someone beating a cat with her hand and then a stick (March 5); 
p> A neighbor looking from his property into a woman’s windows (March 24); and 
p> Friday’s alleged hammer-throwing incident. 


“If you're at war with your neighbors, it’s misery,” says Pattullo. “That neighborhood 
will never be the same and some people realize that. That's why some of them have 
moved out.” 

Ron Kravette, an alternate member of the Ballardvale Historic District Commission 
who has also complained about Raffi, has reportedly moved from the neighborhood 
already. The Partridges have said they plan to leave as well.

In fact. in 1994, when Andover 
approved two school related 
debt-exclusion overrides, 1,692 
people voted at Town Meeting, 
and 7.765 cast a ballot in the debt- 
exclusion election.

Artenstein said she has 
already paid to install a second 
leaching field on her property 
and does not need a sewer con- 
nection. She also owns two 
adjacent properties, meaning 
she would have to pay twice 
the betterment charge if a 
sewer came down Oriole 
Drive. 

While the inconvenience 
caused by construction would 
affect all 25 homes on the 
street, Artenstein said the sew- 
ers would benefit only two 
homeowners.

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St. Augustine Church turns

ore than 100 years ago, 
loyal parishioners, 
devastated that a fire 


had destroyed their church, 
dug the foundation of what 
would become the current St. 
Augustine Church on Essex 
Street. After five years of man- 
ual labor, these parishioners 
saw Archbishop Sebastian 
Martinelli, Apostolic Delegate 
to the United States, dedicate 
the cornerstone of the church, 
in 1900. 

Tomorrow, Friday, May 5, a 
new generation of St. Augus- 
tine parishioners will celebrate 
the 100th anniversary of that 
dedication with a gala dinner 
and dance at the Andover 
Country Club. 

A special commemorative 
Mass featuring members of the 
Augustine Order will be held 
Saturday, May 6 at 4 p.m. 

“What (St. Augustine) hous- 
es is what makes it special,” 
said Father George Morgan, 
who's celebrated Masses in the 
chuch for more than 10 years. 
“So much life and spiritual 
energy is worth celebrating. It 
is a sacred place. It has always 
housed the blessed sacrament 
and the constantly expanding 
spiritual energy of worshipers. 

“Add to this the Augustin- 
ian tradition, of which St. 
Augustine asserted, ‘We can- 
not learn of God and life in a 
vacuum. It is learned in the 
community of friends.”” 


Pre-history 


Though the present building 
traces its history back 100 
years, the origins of St. Augus- 
tine actually go back much fur- 
ther. St. Augustine’s roots 
began during the Irish potato 
famine, which brought a wave 
of Irish Catholic immigrants to 
the Andover area in 1846. Most 
of the new arrivals attended 
Mass at the newly-founded St. 
Mary’s and Immaculate Con- 
ception churches in Lawrence. 
Due to incredible growth in the 
area, St. Augustine became a 
mission church of St. Mary’s in 
1850 and began holding ser- 
vices in the homes of parish- 
ioners using visiting priests. 

A small wooden church was 
built to house the rapidly grow- 
ing population on Central 
Street in 1852. A resident priest 
was appointed but the church 
remained a mission of St. 
Mary’s. In 1883 a _ second

church was erected on Essex 
Street, site of the present recto- 
ry. Soon, St. Augustine’s need- 
ed its own mission church and 
St. Joseph’s was built in Bal- 
lardvale in 1881 to serve the 
needs of the factory workers 


who didn’t have cars. 
Unfortunately, a fire 
destroyed the wooden St. 
Augustine Church in 1894. But 
fire did not deter the parish 
families who endured serious 
financial hardships to come up 


with the $40,000 it needed to 
build their new church. 

Though Town Moderator 
Jim Doherty doesn’t remember 
those days, he does remember 
the time in 1941, when the new 
alters were built and a new 
organ was purchased. He also 
recalls how he, in 1929, was one 
of just 24 students graduating 
from the parochial school, then 
taught by the Nuns of Notre 
Dame. 

Doherty has been a lifelong 
member of St. Augustine since 
he was baptized there over 84 
years ago. Now he serves on 
the church’s finance commit- 
tee and as a lector every Sun- 
day. “My brother was the first 
child baptized in the new sanc- 
tuary and my sister was the 
first student in the school,” 
said Doherty. 

Connie LeMaitre is another 
lifelong member of St. Augus- 
tine. She has been attending 
Mass there for over 60 years, 
and for the past 10 years has 
been one of hundreds who 
donate their time to bring com- 
munion to nursing homes. 

“T remember as a child, the 
Mass being in Latin and the 
priest having his back to the 
people. That all changed in the 
late ’60s, after Vatican II,” she 
said. 

Many of the old programs, 
bulletins and photos that tell 
St. Augustine’s rich history 
will be on display all weekend 


at the church, thanks to 
Thomas J. Garvey. One such 
chronicled time is from 1918, 
when the flu outbreak prompt- 
ed health officials to forbid 
indoor congregations. Faithful 
parishioners held services on 
the front steps instead. 

Garvey, a graduate of St. 
Augustine School, said he will 
never forget the sound of the 
signal used by the Notre Dame 
nuns. 

A member of the class of 
1944, Garvey also recalled an 
event almost as anticipated as 
Christmas. 

“I remember looking for- 
ward to the St. Patrick’s Day 
play every year. We'd start 
practicing in January,” he 
said. 

Today, St. Augustine serves 
the needs of over 3,200 families 
and has over 500 children 
enrolled in its school. But as it 
reaches 100, its pastor is look- 
ing toward the future. 

“This is a privileged time in 
our history,” wrote Pastor 
Alfred Ellis in a recent state- 
ment to the St. Augustine con- 
gregation. “We set our sights 
on providing adequate social, 
educational, physical and wor- 
ship space for those who seek 
solace within the protective 
walls of this faith community. 

“May we enjoy these histori- 
cal moments and consider it a 
privilege to be a part of history 
making,” he said.

Dining out? Here are fips for making healthy choices 


o doubt about it, dining out 1s 

tempting. As you scan the 

menu, you find all sorts of 

sinful dishes to feast on. Do 
you resign yourself to eating “bad” 
every time you go out to eat, consider 
ing it a “cheat” on your diet?

As much as you'll hate 
to do it, stay away from the chocolate 
mousse pies and double decker brown- 
ie sundaes. Or, if you can’t resist, share 
with someone, take a few bites and put 
your fork down.

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Senior health: Top number is 
key in blood pressure control 


or middle-aged and older Amer- 

icans, there's new advice about 

blood pressure from the Nation- 

al High Blood Pressure Educa- 
tion Program (NHBPEP): Focus on the 
systolic pressure or top number in a 
blood pressure reading. This number is 
the key to preventing, diagnosing, and 
treating high blood pressure in this 
population. 


Why all the fuss about systolic? 
Research has shown that lowering sys- 
tolic blood pressure in older people can 
reduce stroke by 37 percent and heart 
failure by 55 percent. Treating systolic 
can also prevent kidney damage. 

So you and your doctor can learn 
more about high blood pressure, espe- 
cially systolic, the NHBPEP is launch- 
ing a new, “hands on” Web site at 
<http://www.nhlbi.nih.gov>. 

You'll use a mouse to look inside the 
body and “see” that systolic blood pres- 
sure is the pumping pressure of the 
heart as it beats. You'll learn that sys- 
tolic pressure increases with age while 
the diastolic or lower number increases 
until about age 55 and then goes down. 
You'll also find out about isolated sys- 
tolic hypertension, in which there is 
only a high systolic pressure. This type 
affects 65 percent of older people with 
high blood pressure. 


Visit the Web site and get to know 
several characters, their risk factors 
for heart disease, and treatment plan. 
Take a character’s blood pressure and 
decide whether it's too high. Systolic 
pressure is high if it is 140 mm Hg or 
above. 


Get quizzed about heart-healthy 
lifestyles and learn about a special diet 
that can lower blood pressure. 


Can’t wait to turn on your comput- 
er? Start now by following these steps 
to prevent and control high blood pres- 
sure: 


- Lose weight, if overweight. 

- Be physically active: Walk 30 min- 
utes a day on most days. 

* Choose foods lower in salt and sodi- 
um: eat more fruits and vegetables. 

- If you drink, limit alcoholic bever- 
ages to one (women) or two (men) 
drinks a day. 

- Take prescribed blood pressure 
medications as directed by your doctor.

B vitamins have multiple benefits 


You have heard of the three R’s-read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic. Meet the 
three B’s-vitamin B6, vitamin B12 and 
folic acid. Besides their day-to-day 
responsibilities, such as maintaining a 
healthy nervous system and helping in 
the growth and development of all cells, 
these vitamins may offer a few disease- 
preventing benefits. 


Heart disease 

Together, vitamin B6, B12 and folic 
acid help break down homocysteine-an 
amino acid in the blood that, when pre- 
sent in high levels, may injure arteries 
and allow cholesterol and plaque to col- 
lect inside them. Studies suggest that 
people who have low levels of the 
“three Bs” in their body also tend to 
have higher levels of homocysteine cir- 
culating and therefore may be at a 
ereater risk for heart disease or a 
stroke. 


Other health-helping possibilities 
Vitamin B6 works to keep your 
immune system strong. Some research 
hints that B6 may help relieve premen- 
strual syndrome-at least for some 
women-by improving mood, lessening 
headaches and reducing fluid reten- 
tion. There is data linking Bé with 
mental function and memory, too. 
Studies have looked at whether 
there is a relationship between low lev- 
els of vitamin B12 in the body and 
depression, dementia and mental func- 
tion in the elderly. Adding B12 back 
into the diet may help reverse some of 
these changes. To date, there are no 
conclusions, but enough potential 
exists that researchers recommend 


doctors check B12 levels in people who 
have experienced a recent shift in men- 
tal state.

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Keeping your food safe in the refrigerator 


Although the refrigerator is an 
essential kitchen appliance, Americans 
lack important knowledge on how to 
keep foods safe in the fridge. A survey 
conducted by the American Dietetic 
Association (ADA) and the ConAgra 
Foundation, found that most con- 
sumers don’t understand the conse- 
quences of storing foods at an incorrect 
temperature. 

Just four out of 10 consumers recog: 
nize that eating food stored in a refrig- 
erator with a temperature higher than 
40°F would increase the likelihood of 
foodborne illness. According to 
experts, cold temperatures (below 40°F) 
keep harmful bacteria from growing. 

Refrigerator temperatures fluctuate, 
especially from season to season. The 
best way to regulate your refrigerator 
is with a refrigerator thermometer. Set 
the thermometer in the center of the 
middle shelf (not on the door) and keep 
it inside at all times. Most importantly, 
check the temperature regularly to be 
sure your food is stored safely below 
40°F! Adjust the settings on the control 
dial accordingly. 


Spring cleaning 

Springtime is often a motivation to 
give your home a thorough cleaning. 
When scrubbing the kitchen, include a 
“refrigerator make-over” on your to-do 
list. Not only will the fridge be spotless, 
it will improve the safety and quality of 
your foods. For the best cleaning 


results, always refer to your owner's 
manual, but here are a few simple tips: 

- Scrub down the inside of your 
refrigerator (including shelves and 
drawers) using a clean sponge and 
warm soapy water. Rinse with clean 
water, then dry with paper towels or a 
clean cloth. Avoid using cleaners that 
may pass on taste to food or cause dam 
age to surfaces. 

- Eliminate odors between cleanings 
by placing an opened box of baking 
soda in the back of the fridge. Change 
the box every three months at the time 
of your next make-over. 

« Make it a habit to wipe up spills 
immediately, especially from raw meat 
juices. Defrosting meats on the bottom 
shelf in a covered container reduces 
the chance of a spill and cross-contami- 
nation. 

- Keep the front grill free of dust to 
allow free airflow to the condenser for 
best cooling and efficiency. Also, clean 
the condenser coils with a brush or 
vacuum. And remember to unplug the 
refrigerator when cleaning the coils. 

« Throw out foods that have been 


“hibernating” in the fridge. As a rule of 


thumb, sort through foods at least once 
a week. Check expiration dates to help 
determine when to dispose of foods. 
But when in doubt, throw it out.

For b Memorial Da 
example, it’s estimated that the body 

uses 30 to 60 percent of the natural folic 
acid found in vegetables and grain 
foods. and 85 to 100 percent of the folic 
acid added to fortified foods, such as 
cereals and breads. 

Changes in the body that occur with 
aging can reduce the absorption of B12 
found in meats. Yet, the form of B12 
used in fortified foods has been shown

hn Simko came into Andover 

in 1975 on a Sunday drive. He
